Why a genealogist? What constitutes a genealogist? Where is their place in mod- 
ern life and what are they contributing to the spiritual and social attitudes of their con- 
temporaries and what is their influence on succeeding generations? There must be some 
driving foree that inspires the diligence with which the amateur pursues his search for au- 
thentic records revealing the pattern of his ancestry. 


Why one becomes interested in searching out his ancestry is governed by his own 
sense of values. One, may hope to build up his self-esteem and search for an ancestor who 
may have been famous in his time, thinking it unnecessary that he should strive to accom- 
piish much, being content to bear the name of one who had earned for himself a place in the 
annals of history. Others, having found themselves to be nobly sired, may humbly search 
old records and realize their inheritance has placed upon them the responsibility of emu- 
lating their forebears and possibly surpassing their usefulness to men of their own gener- 
ation. However, most amateur genealogists are activated by that most natural desire to 
learn from whence they came and to do a great service to their contemporary generation and 
leave authentic records for posterity. 

It is recognized that the Security and importance of the family unit is 
sic principle of child training. The fact that a child is reared in @ home, where the gen- 
ealogy is discussed and known, gives him a sense of pride in his family. me knows perhaps, 
that his forebears came in the Nayflower - that they fought in the Revolution, perhaps held 
office in old New England, New York, liaryland or Virginia. Perhaps they were deacons in 
the church, or farmers who reared a family and carved a homestead out of the wilderness. He 
may know that his family moved up the Liohawk Valley of New York, or west via the Erie Canal 

- drove a covered wagon to the Western Plains, or on to the Great Salt Lake with the Lior- 
nons or even on to California in '49. Indeed the child may be the first generation born in 
America, but this atmosphere of living and growing in a home where genealogy is a subject 
of interest, is a great factor in building 4 well balanced personality. 

This sense of family importance - call it pride if you will - cannot be else 
tnan a sobering influence when the time arrives for marriage. We need only to refer back 
to the families of Old Virginia to see how this family pride brought about the marriage 
unions of many of those old families, the offspring of which had so much to do with shaping 
the destiny of America. 


It is true a genealogist can do mich for the spiritual and social life of our 
time. He knows much of the early history of our country, why ana how was set the great pat- 
tern for the World's First Republic - his people were a part of it. He therefore finds him- 
self comparing our modern society with our nation's beginnings. He finds that his compari- 
son reveals a great contrast. Government for the people has become government of the people. 
The individual struggle for a living, has often been taken over by Social agencies. One na- 
tion, indivisible has become One ‘jorld. How reconcile the pronouncements of our first Pres- 
ident with those of the thirty-second? 

Then still - it would seem we genealogists should not be to 
the proper application when we juote Washington's admonition against "foreign entanglements" 
But we should be very sure that we are emulating his sincerity of purpose in everything we 
do. Our forefathers met each problem as it came to them. They foresaw the future in the 
light of the experience of their time. We today, must meet the problems of living - in the 
home, in our community, in our country and in our ‘orld with the same hardy steadfastness, 
genuine sincerity and selfless sacrifice with which our grandsires bequeathed to us the a- 
bundant life we now enjoy. To foster all these things and so enrich the orivilege of lLiv- 
ing - this is — why a genealogist.

"The Contribution of the People of Central Europe to the Fabric of America is too broad 
a subject to be covered in a brief half hour," said lir. Louis A. Komjathy when he rose to 
address the January meeting of the Detroit Society for Genealogical Research on January 14. 
Born of a Slovakian mother and a Hungarian father, lLir. Komjathy came to America at the age 
of twelve, with a young sister and a widowed mother. He recalls with pride that they were 
admitted by the then somewhat obscure Commissioner of Immigration - Herbert Hoover. Now a 
successful lawyer in Detroit, he considers the stories of the different peoples who have 
come to this country from foreign shores the most thrilling chapter in the history of the 
United States. He briefly outlined the sequence of immigration from the first Jamestown 
settlement to the time about one hundred years ago when the people of Poland, Austria, Hun- 
gary, and adjacent countries began pouring in vast numbers across the Atlantic. He recited 
their reasons for coming and went on to summarize the part they have played in building up 
our country. They were largely the downtrodden and oppressed; humble and hardworking. They 
have contributed the physical energy used in mining, road-building, steel-making and other 
industries requiring willingness to work and strength to labor diligently. They have 
brought also the accumulated traditions of centuries of culture and patriotism. From the 
people of Central Europe have come many of our foremost literary, musical and dramatic ar- 
tists, as well as great scientists like Pupin and Steinmetz. Nor must we overlook the thou- 
sands of sons of these newcomers who served, suffered, and sacrificed in the late war for 
the America they loved. They all enter into the fabric of which America is fashioned.

A SAWYER LETTER 
Contributed by Kendall P. Hayward 


The following is a copy of a letter found among the papers given to me by Elizabeth J. Norton, 
before her removal to Hawaii in September, 1949; written by the Rev. John Sawyer of Garland, 
Maine, who at the time of the writing was in his 100th year, having been born in Hebron, Ct. 
The letter was in answer to one from the Rev. Charles Nichols of Gilead, Ct. The brief gen- 
@alogical table at the end is data from the Hebron records. 


Garland, Jan. lst, 1855 

"Rev. and very Dear Sir:--- For various reasons I neglected to answer your very kind 
letter--- My father moved from Hebron when I was in my twelfth year---My Father had two bro- 
thers, John and Isaac--John I believe had no sons, Isaac had a number of Sons---He moved in- 
to the State of New York when I was very young---lily Father's name was Thomas--- had five sons 
and two Daughters they all moved into the State of New Hampshire and all lived to have fami- 
lies---One of my Fathers Sisters married a Bissel, another married a Carter-- and I believe 
another married @ Lothrop----of those you mention, I have no knowledge---I remember to have 
seen Rev. Mr. Lothrope two or three times---My Father lived in Dr. Pomeroy's Parish, My Par- 
ents were members of his Church--- We lived about Half a mile west of Esq. John Phelps---- 

I lived and labored witn my ratner, till I was in my twenty-first year then I went to Moors 
School at Dartmouth College---- I entered College in the fall of 1781. I graduated 1785. I 
studied part of the time with President Wheelock and the Professors at College---I received 
a License to Preach by a Committee of the Presbytery ----Preached at Newbury (Vermont) then 
about six months and then at Orford about six months and received a Call--- to settle with 
them, but to have further time to study by agreement delayed an answer to the Call---- Stud- 
ied with Dr. Spring of Newburyport about three months then rode to Connecticut, studied with 
Dr. Hart of Preston about three months, then returned to Orford and was Ordained in Orford, 
October 1787-- Preached in Orford about eight years--- There being dificulties in the Church, 
and believing I might be more useful elsewhere, I asked a dismission--- lity object to preach 
and attend to the improvement of common schools and the Education of pious young men for the 
ministry prospects of learning rather dark as to above objects and having an invitation, I 
was installed at Boothbay where I labored about nine years-- to be at liberty to attend to 
the above named objects I asked a dismission ---- I moved my family to Bangor---- I took a 
School and preached there about fifteen Months-- I then went back a Missionary and part of 
the time by (blank) (Subscription?) and a great part of the time without either---I attend- 
ed to the improvement of Schools and the education of pious young men etc.--- I cannot enter- 
into particulars There have been four revivals in Cities and two in Towns. The reviv- 
als in Schools resulted in the organization of three Churches----An Association Society was 
formed to assist pious young men--- Then the Marine Charity School was formed and Incorvora- 
ted which is now the Institution at Bangor Many pious young men have been educated. 
Schools are improving. 

My wife died Dec. 22nd, 1830 aged 76.--- We had five Children, one Son and four 
Daughters---lly son died about three years old---Two of my daughters died after they had fam- 
ilies---As my means of support I have a small farm and keep one Cow and have kept a horse 
till this winter---I write no sermons---I preach ocationally, some times three times on Sab- 
bath without much fatigue, And am Dear Sir, Yours in Gospel

SAWYER NOTES: Rev. Josiah Mack in his 'Historical Sketch of the Congregational Church in 
Gilead', 4 June 1878; makes the following statement which is in error: 'lir. Jacob Sawyer, 
from Lyme, was another of the early Settlers. His granason John, became a minister, and in 
1855, in his one hundredth year, journyed from Maine to his native town, and preached in 
Pa Gilead with animation, and with force of thought. Being too blind to read he rehearsed

So 
they tried in every conceivable way to get out of their unhappy, unfortunate, unsanitary con- 
dition. Today we are enjoying the results of their struggle. We have a system of living 
that is far from perfect but it is the best the world has ever seen."

GENEALOGY OF ELLEN GARRET AND JAMES McCORMICK 
Compiled from records of William R. McCormick, by Fremont J. Tromble 
Contributed by lUrs. Joseph D. Kinney 


Garret-Johnson Genealogy 


Ellen Garret was the daughter of Robert Garret and Ann Johnson, grand-daughter of John 
Johnson. 

John Johnson b- May 12, 1729 in Derbyshire England; d. July 1, 1810, Otsego Co., New 
York; m. Ellen --- b. 1725 Derbyshire, England, d. New Lisbon, N.Y. Their daughter Ann, b. 
1747; d. 1808; m. Robert Garret b. Jan. 3, 1748, Derbyshire, England, d. Nov. 5, 1816 in 
Otsego County, N.Y. 

John Johnson and Robert Garret, his son-in-law, both of Derbyshire, England, emigrated 
to America in 1773 and located in Otsego Co., N. ¥Y. before the Revolution. They were both 
taken prisoners by the Mglish and Indians, and with their families were taken to Quebec. 
Enroute they all suffered terrible privations and a child was born to lirs. Garret on the way 
and two of her children died. Before leaving their homes they were allowed to bury some of 
their goods to keep them from the Indians, among which goods were two copper kettles brought 
from England. Known as cheese kettles and holding fifty gallons each, these kettles had 
been used in the dairy before the families emigrated. When the English released the families 
from captivity, they returned to find their homes burned and all of their goods destroyed, 
excepting one of the copper kettles, which in 1923 was in the possession of Ella Kinney- 
Forbes of Tuscola County. (Mich.) 

Revolutionary War service for John Johnson is not proven. Records from the State 
Library at Albany, N.Y- show the name of John Johnson to have been very common. Persons of 
this name served as Capt. in the lst Regiment of New York; private in the 3rd, 4th and 5th 
Regiments; and in the 2nd of Artillery; also in lialcolm, Dubois and Willet's Levies; and in 
various militia regiments of Albany. 

Robert Garret's service is proven by Cert. #3474 which is for 9L 3s ld, dated November 
or December 1781, issued to Robert Garret for services as private in Capt. Henry Brewster's 
Co. of Col. Frederick Weisenfel's Regiment of Levies. 


McCormick-Egelson Genealogy 

Archibald McCormick, b. 1753, Galoway, Scotland; d. 1834, Lethleham, N.Y.; m. Mary Egel- 
son, b. in Scotland, d. New York. They emigrated from Scotland in 1787 after the Revolution 
and located in Bethleham, N.Y. Their oldest son was James lLicCormick. 

James McCormick, b. May 25, 1787, New Albany, New York; d. April 6, 1846, Bay City, 
Mich.; m- Ellen Garret. She was b. March 15, 1794, Otsego Co. N-Y¥.; d. July 22, 1862, vay- 
mouth, Saginaw Co., Mich.; m. May 9, 1811. This is the story of James McCormick as related 
by his son: 

"Ny father had a beautiful estate at Bethleham, near Albany, N-Y. and the home over 
which my mother presided was as delightful as any that graced the banks of the noble Hudson, 
and was sold to satisfy the debts of a New York broker, for whom my Father had undersigned, 
and the toils of a lifetime were brought to ruin- In humiliation, they turned their faces 
and steps to the wilderness of the far west, in hopes to retrieve their fortunes. 

"My father was Superintendent of Construction for the first Railroad built in America, 
from Albany to Schenectady, but he left all, and in lWiay 1832 with his large family of small 
children turned to the west. They went from Albany to Buffalo by Canal, from Buffalo to 
Detroit by boat, and from Detroit to Flint by wagon, cutting their way through on an Indian 
trail from Grand Blanc to Flint, where he purchased 125 acres of land on the Thread River. 

"Among the household goods was a grandfather clock, and a wonderful Bible, purchased in 
1823, which father cherished very highly, and in which he made many notations. Father was 
not only religiously inclined, but was quite literary. The grandfather clock is in posses- 
sion of the Bassett family, and the Bible is in possession of Joseph Kinney of Bay City, 
Wichigan, grand-son of Elizabeth McCormick-Kinney. (1923) 

"This new country was alive with all kinds of game, but it was necessary to get other

provisions, so he and the older boys went down the Flint in search of provisions and purchas- 


ed them from a man by the name of McCleland on the Titabawassee River. On their return home 
they passed the abandoned Indian Fields of about 150 acres, which the Indians had abandoned 
several years before on account of crop failure, due to cut-worms. The Indians thought it 
was a curse of the Evil Spirit. 

"Our neighbors were the sons of the forest, or Indians, and my Father and Mother as well 
as the older children soon learned their language and found them hospitable and trustworthy 
people. Nature supplied them with everything the heart could wish and we lived in great 
harmony, with the Indians as our only neighbors. 

"In 1834 he sold our Thread River farm and we all moved down to the Indian Fields. Hard, 
hard, indeed, was it for my Mother with her family of little children when they all landed on 
the bank of the Flint, at what is now known as the Ross Farm, or Indian Fields, without shel- 
ter for her little ones. We had all known better times, but bountiful nature was on our side 
and our first crops were wonderful. 

"Shortly after we took possession of the Indian Fields the white men began to come. The 
Indians contracted small-pox, and as they had never had any contagious diseases, they died 
off rapidly. My Father that year raised 2,000 bushels of corn and gave it all to the Indians 
and in return, at one of the Treaties they exempted for my Father one section of land for 
the kindness he had shown them. But this exemption was never carried out by the Government. 
Consequently, my Father with his family moved to Bay City, in 1841, purchasing from Joseph 
and Mader Tromble, the Center-House, the first house built in Bay City, where he lived until 
he died on April 6, 1846." 

The following is the first verse of a poem written by James McCormick in 1835 upon his 
return from Albany, N.Y. 

"Down the banks of Flint River And who in his senses 
This beautiful stream Can help but believe 
Where my cottage remains That this was the garden 
I've returned home again. Of Adam and Eve."

Note: Since many of the inhabitants of Michigan in 1820, were of French extraction, some 
explanation of the French nomenclature and the method of recording names may be of help to 
genealogical searchers. The French very often had two surnames, which were properly written

for example, “Casse dit St. Aubin." The word "dit", translated "called", always appears in 


the French rendition of such a name. To save space in the notes on the census, the dit is 
left out and a hyphen substituted between the two surnames. sHowever it should not be inferr- 
ed, as was in the case of some English hyphenated names, that the double name is a combina- 
tion of the surnames of both parents passed on to the children. The French child received 
the surname from his father. ‘he origin of these double names is variously explained by 
authorities but the important thing to theegenealogist is to know both names, as at various 
times and places, descendants have dropped or used only one of the names. And often a line 
cannot be traced unless both names are known. Another French custom was the retention of 

the woman's maiden name in legal and church records, although she was married. This makes 
the tracing of the French maternal lines comparatively easy.

At the age of four, both parents having died, she was brought with her twin sis- 
ter Sally and a younger brother, to the home of her maternal grandparents, Alexander Hart- 
well and Harriet Kelsey Reed in Hillsdale, Wich. After the death of her grandmother and 
graduation at Hillsdale High School, She went at eighteen to live with an aunt, Mrs. Brace 
Shattuck, in Chicago. It was at this time that she became interested in club work since her 
aunt was president of the Chicago Women's Club, and also in genealogy which was stimulated 

by the excellent resources of Newberry Library. On September 19, 1907 in Chicago, she be- 
came the bride of George H. Wilcox and came to Plymouth, Mich. where Lir. Wilcox was a co-part- 
ner with his father, David B. Wilcox, and his brother John in the Plymouth Itilling Co. This 
business continued until 1924 when lir. Henry Ford purchased the plant and its water rights 
and converted it to another in his chain of small factories along the Rouge River. Wilcox 
Pond, an enlargement of the old mill pond, and Wilcox Road which passes it, are now a part 
of the Wayne County Park System and memorialize the Wilcox family which came to Plymouth in 
1879 and are among the older families of the village. Mr. Wilcox died June 10, 1935 at 
Plymouth. Mrs. Wilcox was a charter member of the Detroit Society for Genealogical Research; 
charter member of the Sarah Ann Cochrane Chap. DAR; an organizer of the Plymouth Historical 
Society; a member of St. John's Episcopal Church and active in its Guild and League. Her 
survivors include her daughters, lirs. Julia Sanderson of Mmglewood, N.J. and Lirs. Katherine 
Thompson of Penfield, N.Y. and her son, Johnston Hill Wilcox of Plymouth, Mich. e
